Noble, 19, also of Amboy. 


Youths Testify 


Answering 
questions presented 


by the state's attorney, the two 
minors testified that they had en- 
tered Dempsey's tap on the eve- 
ning of Oct. 17 and purchased a 
"handy-six" carton of beer and 
immediately left the tavern. 


Defense Attorneys. B. M. Sulli- 


van, Amboy, and George K. Ray, 
Dixon, presented no defense on 
Dempsey's behalf to the charge of 
selling liquor to a minor. 


However, 
Sullivan 
sought 
to 


mitigate the fine that could be 
imposed against Dempsey. 


Sullivan told the court that there 


was an apparent difference in the 
circumstance of this case and those 
of previous cases brought into 
county court. 


He apparently referred to cases 


of two county tavern keepers who 
pleaded guilty to the same charge 
on Dec. 15. 


Outlines "Difference" 


In those cases, Sullivan said, the 


youths had made purchases more 
than once arid that it was apparent 
that they were not of age. 


Sullivan contended that Black- 


burn, who made the actual pur- 
chase in Dempsey's, looked to be 
of legal age, and that he made 
only one purchase. 


On-those grounds, Sullivan asked 


that the maximum fine imposed on 
the defendant not be more than 
$200.

No 'Frontal?

WASHINGTON —OR-r- Sen. Taft 


(R-Ohio) said at the White House 
today that the administration ap- 
parently 
is not considering a 


"frontal attack" against the Com- 
munists in Korea. 


Taft, the Senate GOP floor lead- 


er, made this statement to report- 
ers who questioned him when he 
came from a legislative conference 
with President Eisenhower. 


He said there were ways to bring 


pressure on the Red Chinese other 
than by direct assault on their 
troops in Korea. 


Taft had advocated a naval 


blockade of Red China. 


He told reporters that he had 


favored generally the plan of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur for bringing 
pressure against 
the Reds by 


bombing Manchuria, using Chinese 
Nationalist troops, and blockading 
the China mainland.

A rod and white scarf was found 
knotted around the woman's nrrk. 
She had been gagged with a white 
handkerchief. In a wallet in her 
clothing was $120. Her clothing was 
not disarranged and she had not 
been raped, a physician said. 


Chief Daniel Conway of the for- 


rest preserve police said the area 
where the body wns found was 
damp and muddy, but the woman's 
clothing and shoes were dry, in- 
dicating she had been slain else- 
where and her body dumped there. 


"This is the first time I

SEOUL —Wl— U. S. Army and 


Air Force officers are 
worried 


about a new type of Korean War 
casualty: the serviceman who be- 
comes addicted to narcotics. 


Official reports today showed: 


Twelve to 15 soldiers and air- 
men are tried each mftnth by gen- 
eral courts martial on narcotics 
charges. 
Most are convicted, but 


many offenders are never caught. 


Most offenders picked up the 


habit in Korea, although some, are 
former addicts who resumed the 
use of narcotics here because of 
the plentiful supply. 


Korean peddlers sell heroin on 


the street. M a r i j u a n a grows 
wild. 


The military courts usually sen- 


tence narcotics offenders to one to 
two years in prison and discharge 
from the service.

State Truck Tax 
Gets Court Okay 


V 


WASHINGTON </D—The Supreme 


Court today upheld a new Illinois 
tax law which increased levies on 
trucks, buses, tractors and trail- 
ers. 


The law was attacked by groups 


of operators of such vehicles as 
having created an unlawful burden 
on interstate commerce. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 6-2 


decision. Justices Frankfurter and 
Jackson dissented. Justice Clark 
took no pa>-t in the case. 


The increased levies were in- 


cluded in a 1951 amendment to the 
Illinois Motor Vehicle Law. They 
were estimated to yield some 28 
million dollars annually. 


Douglas called the levy "a tax 


for the privilege of using the high- 
ways of Illinois," and said "it is 
clearly within the police powers of 
the state to exact such a tax at 
least from intra-state operators."

Britain Gives Notice She 
Will Resist U. S. Blockade 


LONDON—W—Britain will firmly resist any proposal to blockade 


Red China, the foreign office made plain today. 


A spokesman recalled that For 


cign Secretary Anthony Eden told 
Parliament four days ago: "We 
have said to the U. S. that we 
would think it would be a mistake 
to have a policy of blockade" of 
mainland China. 


His statement at a daily news 


conference was prompted by news- 
men who questioned him about 
Washington r e p o r t s suggesting 
President Eisenhower's 
adminis- 


tration may be pondering whether 
to blockade China as part of its 
general Far Eastern policy. 


Kxport Consultation 


The spokesman said the British 


government has received no such 
official proposal from the U. S. 
He told a questioner "we should 
expect to be consulted" before a 
derision of that sort were taken 
and he added: "I believe we would 
be." 


The British government obvious- 


ly is concerned about reports pub- 
lished here that serious American 
consideration is 'being given to a 


blockade. 
That concern was re- 


flected in the Foreign Office action 
today in commenting on a hypo- 
thetical question—an unusual step. 


The British belief seems to be 


that the U. S. is looking at the 
blockade possibility only as one 
aspect of a new. more forceful gen- 
eral Asian strategy which would 
include the other spots of tension, 
such as Malaya and Indochina. 


May Seek View* 


The Foreign Office expects an 


early American move to seek the 
views of the main Allies in Korea. 
If it does not come soon. British 
Ambassador Sir Roger Makins may 
be ordered to get the British gov- 
ernment views on record once 
again at the first opportunity. 


The blockade question, coupled 


with Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles' visit to Western Eu- 
rope, helped earn the United States 
as poor a act of notices in the 
British press today as it has had 
in many a moon. 


Sees Effort 
In Europe to 
Build Army 


Secretary of State 
To Confer on Trip 
With Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON — 


Secretary of State Dulles re- 
turned from Europe today 
"encouraged" over prospects 
of- European unity. 


Dulles and Mutual Security Di- 


rector Harold E. Stassen arrived 
at 8:30 a.m. (CST) from Luxem- 
bourg, completing a 10-day fact- 
finding survey of seven West Euro- 
pean nations. 


Dulles, Ike to Confer 


Dulles said he expected to confer 


with President Eisenhower later 
in the day. 


The secretary of state told news- 


men he and Stassen were "encour- 
aged by what we have been told by 
leaders" of the West European 
states. 


Dulles had warned the European 


nations that they must get together 
on a plan for a joint West Euro- 
pean army or the United States 
might be forced to •"re-think" its 
foreign aid programming. 


Statement Issued 


Dulles handed newmen a 600- 


word statement on his trip. It dealt 
mostly with the project of setting 
up the European Defense Commu- 
nity (EDO), which envisages a- 
joint West European military force 
made up of France, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg. 


In the statement, Dulles said he, 


and^Stassen would make a report 
on the trip to the President and to' 
members of Congress. 
'. 


'"At the moment," the statement 
said, "we limit ourselves to saying: 
that we are, on the whole, encour- 
aged by what we have been told by 
the leaders of the six continental 
nations which have signed the 
treaty to create a European De- 
fense Community. 


Take Bright View 


"We do not minimize the diffi- 


culties confronted by those who 
have undertaken this great pro- 
ject, but we believe that there Is 
a responsible determination to bring 
the project to completion." 


Dulles told newsmen he and Stas- 


sen will confer immediately with 
the President and with members 
of a committee appointed by Eisen- 
hower to work out means of help- 
ing the British, Belgians 
and 


Dutch, who suffered huge losses 
in one of the most severe floods in 
recent history. 


Blizzards 
Adding to 
Flood Woe 


AMSTERDAM. The Netherlands 
>—New blizzards driving like icy 


whiplashes over the Dutch flood- 
lands brought further hazards and 
misery today to the men repairing 
Holland's shattered dikes. 


The wind-whipped water, snow 


and ice complicated the engineer- 
ing problems of the ceaseless ef- 
fort to mend temporarily the vast 
protective network before the next 
flood tides on Feb. 16. 


The rough weather threatened to 


ground Dutch, American and Brit- 
ish planes flying in vital supplies. 


The three-nation air fleet ignored 


the worsening weather to continue 
airdrops. 
They delivered 40,000 


sandbags, rubber boats, boots, 
lamps and other equipment. 


Other crews continued pumping 


the salty water from the vast flood- 
ed areas, preparatory to beginning 
the battle to reclaim the once- 
fertile acres and to strengthen the 
dike system so that never again 
could the sea breach it.

Neiv Book Explores Reasons 
Why Americans Join Reds 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON </P)—Even though 


ex-communists have provided con- 
gressional 
committees with sen 


sational testimony of 
the* con 


spiracy of Communism, there is 
a wide gap in public knowledge and 
understanding of what makes a 
Communist: why Americans join 
and quit the party. 


The committees themselves have 


spent little time on that question. 
FBI files are rich with the kind 
of information but are secret. A 
few e.x-Communists who have won 
prominence with their public testi- 
m'oney have written books about 
their lives. But theirs were unusual 
cases. 


700,000 Join 


Yet, in the past 30 years an es- 


timated 700,000 men and women 
have joined and left the party 
whose known membership now, ac- 
cording to FBI Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover, is less than 40,000. Morris 
Ernst and David Loth have, tried 
to fill some of the gap in public 
knowledge on Communists. 


They interviewed about 300 ex- 


members of the party and, from 
this information, drew some gen- 
eral conclusions which, together 
with case histories, they have put 
in a book: "Report on the Ameri- 
can Communist." It's a book well 
worth anyone's time. Ernst, a New 
York lawyer, has been a pillar of 
:he 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union. Loth has a newspaper back- 


round. 
There is no one reason why peo- 


ple join or quit the party. There 
are many reasons, some complex, 
;hat go back into childhood and 
homelife. 
Here are some highl- 


ights from the book: 


Age Bracket 


Age—The peak age for joining 


seems to be 18 to 23. A majority 
of the rank and file have'joined 
and left by 23. 


Schooling —.The average Com 


munist has had far more schoblin; 
than the general population, 
high proportion has been to col 
lege. 


Homelife—Generally, brought u. 


in comfort and luxury. Many art 
the children of professional men 
businessmen, bankers and minist 
ers. 


Jobs—Most occupy jobs which 


do not call for any work with thei 
hands. 


Motives for joining — Financia 


gain almost never a factor. Power 
is only a slightly stronger motive 
Usually a Communist thinks o 
himself as an idealist joining th< 
party because of hatred of war 
poverty, discrimination or othe 
injustices, although millions shan 
these hates without becoming Com 
munists. 


Reasons for quitting—These vary 


too. The shock of disillusionmen 
because of a turn in the party 
line, like the Hitler-Stalin Pact 
or a youth who joined through 
emotional instability matures, or 
a loved one leaves the party. 


Only Part of Gap 


But Ernst and, Loth filled only 


part of the gap in public know 
ledge. For some unexplained rea 
son they did not explain what hap 
pens at party meetings where 
members get their indoctrination in 
Philosophy and discipline. This is 
not a profound book. Ernst and 
Loth didn't intend it to be. But it's 
an interesting and very informative 
one.

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Despite Annoying Detours Europe 


Still Aims at Unity 


" 
Secretary of State Dulles' conversations with French 


Premier Rene Mayer served to clear away some of the fog 
that lately has surrounded the status of the European unity 
movement. 


At the same time, these Paris meetings illustrated 


sharply the value of face-to-face discussions in promoting the 
close understanding so vital to delicate issues. 


On this occasion, French irritation over what was re- 


garded as a shockingly blunt speech by Dulles in the United 
States largely vanished when Mayer and others found him 
sympathetic and wholly comprehending of French problems. 


By the same token, Dulles learned that, though Mayer 


intends to seek changes in the European army treaty—cur- 
rent symbol of the unity effort—he nevertheless plans to 
push the modified program toward parliamentary ratifica- 
tion with all reasonable speed. This seemed to answer the 
secretary's chief worry as voiced in his American speech.

In other words, the unity movement may not be quite 


as thoroughly stalled as Dulles' blunt language suggested. 
&nd if this is so, it is good news for all the free world. Italy 
already has given its assurances of support, and Dulles ex- 
pects similar encouragement from Chancellor Adenauer in 
West Germany. 


The French now understand better that it is not Ameri- 


can desire to dictate the terms and form European unity 
must follow, that it is our wish simply to lend the fullest 
Encouragement and support to this program. 


They undoubtedly grasp, too, that one of the things 


Pulles said so outspokenly in his maiden U. S. speech repre- 
sents a reality the French canont ignore: the growing re- 
luctance of the American people, through their congress, to 
go on extending financial aid to Europe without unmistak- 
able signs that unity is coming closer. For unity is viewed 
here as one of the basic factors in the building of a genuinely 
self-reliant Europe.

As result of the Dulles visit, America for its part may 


realize that- European leaders, despite slowdowns and di- 
gressions, manage to keep the unity objective steadily in 
view. 


We possibly understand a little more that European 


leadership sometimes gets too far ahead of public opinion 
and must wait for it to catch up. Some of this difficulty, how- 
ever, seems the fault of European statesmen—especially the 
French—who fear to take the unity issue openly and fully 
to the people. 
Where we really need to exercise greater patience is in 


appreciating that Europe is trying to unite in a few short 
years a group of proud nations, each with its separate lan- 
guage and tradition, its nationalist flavor, and the centuries- 
old habit of living to itself as much as possible. 


Even the urgent compulsions of the Communist menace 


cannot quickly demolish the stout national walls erected and 
maintained so painfully over so long a span.

I End of TB Is in View; Found 


Early, Spread Is Prevented 


Tuberculosis, or what used to be 


called the "White Plague." is be- 
ing conquered. A generation ago 
this desease was one of the most 
important causes of illness and 
death throughout a large part of 
the world. While it is still impor- 
tant, there is perhaps no better 
way of showing how it is being 
subdued than to cite the figures 
released not long ago by a large 
life insurance company. 


In 1951 this company paid out 


less than $5,000,000 on account of 
death from tuberculosis, which 
was less than one-sixtieth of the 
amount paid by the same com- 
pany for all causes of death, in- 
cluding accidents. 


Only 25 years before, the com- 


pany paid over $10,000,000 in an 
average year on death claims be- 
cause ot tuberculosis, and this 
amounted to about one-tenth of 
the total amount paid for all 
causes of death. 


Tuberculosis, however, is not yet 


wiped out, even though the end is 
in sight. All cf the methods which 
are now known for fighting the 
disease must be used, and new 
methods must be developed con- 
stantly aa is even now the case. 


Tuberculosis of the lungs, which 


is the most common form of the 
disease, can and should be discov- 
ered early. This can be done by 
the use of X-ray film. The early 
discovery of the disease is partic- 
ularly important since a patient 
who is given rest and proper care 
at this time can almost always be 
restored to good health.

Furthermore, if someone with 


an early form of the disease in the 
lungs can be isolated from others, 
danger of spread of the disease is 
enormously lessened. 


While it is important to recog- 


nize the disease early, it should be 
stated also that even those who 
have advanced cases of tubercu- 
losis can often be successfully 
treated with modern methods. 


The treatment of tuberculosis is, 


of course, a highly technical mat- 
ter, and must be adjusted to the 
individual need. Rest, both of the 
body as a whole and of the dis- 
eased lung tissue, is still perhaps 
the most important single methods 
of treatment. 


DRUGS HAVE SUCCESS 


However, streptomycin—a' peni- 


cillin relative—and a new drug 
with a complicated name, 
have 


both been used with more or less 
success in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, though they cannot be con- 
sidered as substitutes for other 
time-honored measures. 


It is not possible, of course, to 


cover the subject of tuberculosis 
in a single column, but what I 
wish to emphasize at this time is 
that many of us are alive and well 
today, and have living relatives 
who would have died from tuber- 
culosis under the circumstances 
exislir.s 40, or even 25 years ago. 
While not yd. complete, this Is the 
kind of progress which we should 
like to report for treatment of all 
i disorder* of the human body.

J. Keogh of New York to prohibit the use of the words 


White House" in any trademark, and another by Rep. 


Carroll D. Kearns of Pennsylvania to ban the use of the 
U. S. flag in advertising. 


There are some other dandy ideas among the new 


bills to show how deeply the lawmakers think and how 
seriously they have weighed the big issues of the day. 


Representative Burdick, for instance, has one bill 


to provide uniforms for employes of the United States 
government, and another to regulate the fertilizer in- 
dustry. 


The Hon. L, Mcndl Rivers of South Carolina has a 


bill to provide more efficient dental service for the 
armed forces. 


Congresswoman Marguerite Stitt Church of Illinois

INDIANS AND EX-PRESIDENTS RATE 


In fact, almost every conceivable subject is there, 


from Indians to ex-Presidents. Rep. Tony Fernandez of 
New Mexico wants another year added to the five years 
already granted for filing claims against the Indian 
Bureau. 


Representative F. D. R., Jr., would have all ex-Presi- 


dents and ex-vice presidents made senators-at-large. That 
would take in not only Truman and Hoover, but also Gar- 
ner, Wallace and pretty soon Barkley. .

office clerks. Another would increase employment oppor- 
tunities for the blind. Two 'others would raise the pay 
of all federal judges and give them the Congressional 
Record for free. 


Representative Keogh also has some neat little pork- 


barrel projects. 
He would authorize flood control work 


on Redwood Creek in Humboldt County, Calif., which is 
about as far outside of his district as he could get. He 
proposes authorizing the construction of helioports—air- 
ports for helicopters—near government buildings. And 
he would also authorize the construction of post offices 
by loans from local banks. He likewise wants the duty 
raised on tuna fish. 


G. I.'s, VETS WERE POPULAR SUBJECTS 


Rep. Edith Nourse Rogers of Massachusetts was sec- 


ond high scorer on opening day, with 34 bills. Nearly all 
of them related to veterans' affairs. Long a champion 
of the servicemen. Mrs. Rogers will again be chairman 
of the Veterans' Affairs Committee in the new Congress. 


Other congressmen put in bills to give the service- 


men something more, and this was the most popular 
subject. 


Reduction of taxes was second, with 18 separate pro- 


posals to cut in one way or another. Rep. Dan Reed of 
New York, who will be chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee in this session, got to the hopper ahead 
of everyone with his bill to reduce individual income 
taxes on June 30. 
But there were other bills to cut 


federal tax benefits on livestock, soil conservation pay- 
ments by farmers, excise taxes, transportation taxes 
and admissions taxes on movies. 
Several congressmen 


thought of that last one.

Several other congressmen introduced bills lo give 


the states title to the so-called tidelands—Omar Burle- 
son of Texas and F. Edward Hebert of Louisiana. Rep. 
Wilbur Mills of Arkansas proposed that the tidelands be 
sold by the federal government. 


Rep. Adam Clayton Powell Jr., of New York, pro- 


posed elimination of racial discrimination in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Oh, yes, and Rep. Walter Judd of Minnesota has a 


resolution to congratulate the Minneapolis Symphony 
Orchestra on its golden jubilee. That ought to pass. It 
doesn't cost anything, anyway. .

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State Again Gets 
Anti-Red Bills 


Senator Broyles to Introduce 
Measures in Assembly This Week 


--SPRINGFIELD, 111. (Jf—Senator 
.'Paul • Broyles of Mt. Vernon an- 
"nounced today he will introduce. 
' two anti-communism bills in the 


Illinois Legislature this week. 
T, The main bill would outlaw the 
"Communist party in the state and 
^carry top penalties up to 20 years 
-in prison and $20,000 fine against 
'' persons convicted of a wide range 
*of subversive acts. 
1" It is virtually the same measure 
"that passed the Legislature in 
7J1951 and then was vetoed by for- 
'7ner Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson on 


the grounds it endangered the lib- 
erties of citizens. 
; The second bill calls for setting 


,-up a 15 member commission to in- 
^yestigate Communist activities and 
Trcport to the 1955 General Assem- 
bly. 


~ "I can't possibly conceive of any- 
,one who would oppose these bills 
except the Communist conspira- 
tors, their fellow travelers, pinks, 
the uninformed, the misinformed 
•and, of course, the die-hard Russia- 
"first groups," the Mt. Vernon Re- 
- publican told newsmen. 
"' He said Gov. William G. Stratton 
has informed him that he would be 
in sympathy with legislation that 
"would be effective against the 
Communist c o n s p i r a c y in the 
state." However, Broyles added, 
the bills have not been shown to 
Stratton and the governor has not 
specifically endorsed e i t h e r of 
them. 


The proposed legislation provides 


the stiffest punishment against 
persons attempting to overthrow 
the state or federal government by 
force or other unlawful means. 


Anyone advocating or teaching 


the commission of such acts or de 
stroying or hiding records and 
funds of a subversive organization 
also would be subject to the top 
penalties. 


Penalties up to five years in pris 


on and a $5,000 fine would be met- 
ed out for knowingly joining or re- 
maining a member of a subversive 
group after Jan. 1, 1954. 


Loyalty affidavits would be re- 


quired from public employes. They 
could be discharged if evidence 
gave "reasonable grounds" to be- 
lieve they were subversive persons. 


Any person convicted as a sub- 


versive would be barred from hold- 
ing any elective or appointive pub- 
lic office and from voting in any 


• election.. 


Enforcement would be vested 


chiefly in a special assistant at- 
torney general who would supply 
state's attorneys with information 
and evidence for prosecuting sus- 
pected subversive persons.

4 Adjournment? Taft Says 


WASHINGTON W>— Top congres- 


sional Republican leaders aaid to- 
day they had reached agreement 
with President Eisenhower on a 
wide program of legislation. 


Sen. Taft (R-Ohio) Republican 


floor leader, said after a White 
House call that Congress is shoot- 
ing for a July 4 adjournment and 
he believed it could be achieved. 


Taft gave this quick rundown on 


subjects which he said will be tak- 
en up by Congress in this session 
and which he said he is certain of 
approval. 


They are: 
Reorganization of executive de- 


partments end agencies. 


Appropriation bills to be ready 


for action by the Senate not. later 
than May 15. 


Statehood for Hawaii. 
Amendments to the Taft-Hartley 


Act. 


Limited extension of some con- 


trols on prices and allocations in 
critical situations. 


Tidelands oil land ownership, 


which probably will mean action 
b'y Congress to return control of 
the offshore oil deposits to the 
states. 


Extension 
of 
the 
Reciprocal 


Trade Act. 


Action to simplify customs pro- 


cedures. 


Extension of the old age and sur- 


vivors insurance to cover groups 
presently excluded. 


Extension of aid to schools in 


critical areas. 


The report on legislative plans 


followed the regular Monday morn- 
ing meeting of Eisenhower and the' 
Capitol leaders. 


"This list is no order or priority 


except for appropriations 
bills," 


Taft said. ."It is not exclusive and 
other subjects which we have not 
listed here will be taken up." 


Taft made it clear that he sup- 


ported Eisenhower's opposition to 
reduction in taxes until progress 
has been made toward balancing 
the budget. He said he personally 
does not favor 'letting- the excess 
profits tax die this summer as now 
scheduled. 


"I think the excess profits tax 


should run to December at least, 
Taft said. 


However, Taft said this did not 


mean that he was predicting th» 
action that Congress would take. 


He did say that no conclusion 


was reached in the meeting with 
Eisenhower in connection with th* 
excess profits tax.- 


The Ohio senator noted that moat 


of the legislation he mentioned in 
the program outlined already had 
been before Congress for action at 
one time or another. Thus, he said, 
the bills are "pretty much ready 
for action." 


As for tax legislation, Taft had 


this to say: 


"We had a long talk on tax legis- 


lation. But we didn't have time to 
discuss fully the character of the 
legislation that will be passed." 


Taft said there was no discussion 


this morning on foreign policy ex- 
cept in connection with appropria- 
tions. He gave no details on what 
this discussion covered.
